Sweet Potato Demonstrations 
Show Value of Fertilizer 

The field meetings at Sweet Potato Result Demonstra- 
tions held in this county recently were indeed interesting. 

- At William Fegenbush's the value of fertilizer, even in 
this dry season, was very clearly demonstrated. Using Porto 
Rican sweets, Mr. Fegenbush 
applied under the row a mix- 
ture of fertilizer of 1-11-16 
analysis. The potatoes were 
all planted on the same day and 
all side by side, the following re- 
sults were obtained. Almost 
twice as many pounds of potatoes 
from 1,000 pounds of fertilizer as 
where no fertilizer was used, 
and more* important still was the 
fact that there were almost three 
times the weight or No. l' s in the 
1,000 pounds per acre rows as in 
the no fertilizer row. No in- 
crease in yield was received by 
using more than 1,000 pounds of 



total pounds of potatoes from 110 
pounds per 100 feet of row to 136 
pounds of potatoes per 100 feet 
of row. At James Finn's dem- 
onstration, sulfur and fertilizer 
gave a larger yield of No. 1 po- 
tatoes, and the potatoes from 
sulfur treated rows were smooth - 
more free of rot and soil 
stain. One thousand pounds of 
0-12-12 fertilizer increased yields 
by 12 pounds of potatoes per 
100 feet of row over 500 pounds 
per acre. Mr. Finn did not have 
a plot without fertilizer. 

At Albert Schneiter's farm, 
Porto Rican and Nancy Hall po- 
tatoes were compared. The 
yields were practically identical 
for the two varieties. However, 
the Porto Ricans were of a slight- 
ly higher quality than the

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PARADES OBSERVE HALLOWEEN 

In a number of large cities civic masquerade parades 
serve to take youthful minds off costly and needless 
"pranks" and have been known to completely solve the 
problem of vandalism on All Hallows Evening. October 31. 

In Pittsburgh, backed by the Board of Commerce and 
the various service and other civic clubs, a parade several 
miles long passes through main streets with prize floats 
and much that is amusing and grotesque. With drum corps, 
-bands, clowns and plenty of "funny stuff," the evening 
drags through until about eleven o'clock, after which the 
thousands of youthful marchers, who with their tin horns 
and castinets, and other noise-provoking instruments,

or lifting gates. They thus, also, avoid arrest, and the po- 
lice have an easy time.

Let's have 
more and more sensible and engaging Hallow'een celebra- 
tions—they will eliminate the incentive of the youngsters 
to act otherwise. 

TURKEYS READY FOR MARKET 

This should be a banner year for the successful turkey 
raiser. This is the raiser who has been lucky with his 
flock, for turkeys, as we all know, must be carefully cared 
for — constantly "looked after." Kentucky will provide 
thousands of turkeys this year, as usual, for the Eastern 
Markets of New York, Boston, Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton. 

Retailers in these cities are planning to get top price of 
85 to 90 cents a pound for the selects. The producer will 
get about fifty. There should be profit for both although 
shipping charges are greater this year. Why should we 
overcrave turkey only at Thanksgiving and Christmas 
time? Why not spread it out more— at least once a week 
—from November until February. Maybe we could and 
would if prices were right. New York holds a two week 
"open season" for the eating of turkey, each year, in July. 
It is cold storage turkey which the food officials force out 
and upon the market. It isn't so good as the fresh turkey, 
but many eat it in the restaurants at that time as forty cents 
the plate who would, perhaps, otherwise never be able to 
taste turkey. 

The English eat roast goose as the Christmas fowl and 
the London market is usually swamped with thousands one 
week before and a week or so after. The best are picked 
by the rich through their market servers. The "small fry" 
usually rounds up in Whitechapel or other like neighbor- 
hoods."

Knowledge Is Not Wisdom 

WISDOM (as these writers use 
the word) is not the same thing 
as knowledge. A person may know 
a great many things and still be a 
fool. Or he may not even know how 
to read and write, and yet be wise. 
Some modern writer has said: 
Knowledge is knowing what to do; 
skill Is knowing how to do It; and 
virtue is doing it. Wisdom Is all of 
these put together. 

Bat the special feature of the 
"Wisdom Writers" Is this: True 
wisdom berlns with the fear of 
God. "The fear of the Lord is 



the knowledge of God Is under- 



ralth, is foolish after all. 

We can see how in our times the 
story of the Nnzis has shown this 
once more to be true. The German 
Reich of 1035-1939 had the best of 
the science of the world; they had 
scholarship and wealth and "know- 
how" In many fields; but they re- 
jected God and defied his church— 
and so a nation was destroyed. 

We too may profit by their exam- 
ple. We of the western nations have 
wealth and technical skills beyond 
any other peoples, we have the 
atom bombs— but have we the wis- 
dom without which all these things 
are but as torches in the hands of 
madmen? .

This week, I w-uid like to talk 
to the good readers of this col- 
umn on the suoject of school 
buses, school zones and th e safe- 
ty of our school cnildren. Too 
many drivers are either ignorant 
of the laws of Kentucky, are care- 
less and forgetful, or just don't 
care. Many reports have been 
received by the Jefferson County 
Police of drivers who are vio- 
lating the rules o# safety in thes e 
cases. The State laws is as fol- 
lows: "All vehicles must reduce 
their speed to 15 miles per hour 
in school zones- — that means 
from the school sign on one end 
of the school zone to the school 
sign o n the other end of the zone. 
Most of our citizens are careful 
and drive according to rules at 
the school cross walk, but are 
slow in reducing their speed 
when approaching the zone and 
much too fast <n picking up 
speed when leaving the zone. As 
Director of Education and Safety 
for your County Police, I beg of 
please be careful at all 
times where school signs are 
posted. Children are thoughtless 
and their young minds are con- 
cerned with their play and their 
school work — so the job of mak- 
ing our roads and highways safe 
for our children becomes the re- 
sponsibility of you, Mr. and Mrs. 

The law requires also that you 
ime to a complete stop when- 
;er a school bus is stopped to 
discharge or load passengers — 
this complete stop is compulsory 
both when your car is overtaking 
or meeting the school bus. Your 
County Government, from Judge 
Horace Barker, right down 
through the ranks to th e newest 
laborer in any of the county's 
departments, are vitally inter- 
ested in your safety and the safe- 
ty of every other citizen of the 
county. Colonel Jesse Johnson,

To improve wheat growing 
Mercer County Agent Willam 
Howell is advising farmers to use 
nitrogen fertilizer on their land 
next March. Where wheat fol- 
lows corn, the land often needs 
nitrogen, he said. 

Growing vetch also is being 
used to improve Mercer County 
land. Between 600 and 800 farm- 
ers are sowing rround 100,000 
pounds of vetch seed on 3,800 to 
4,000 acres. Vetch encourages 
growing tobacco on the same 
land year after year, according to 
Howell, who said it was 100 per 
cent effective in preventing 
brown root rot.

Time to, and especially 
so if you plan to make some of 
your special home-made goodies 
for your friends who don't have 
time or the ability to prepare 
such food themselves. Home- 
made Jellies, jams, marmalades, 
put in small containers are most 
welcome gifts — perhaps even 
though you make some yourself, 
you appreciate such a gift from 
someone else. 

Cranberries may help fill the 
bill. Cranberries continue to b« 
plentiful and reasonable in price. 
Half-pint jars of plain or spiced 
cranberry sauce, or cranberry 
jelly could be made now and 
you'll have part of your Christ- 
mas gift cooking done. No need 
to wait till Christmas — Thanks- 
giving is a good time for just 
such a neighborly jesture. At any 
rate, don't miss an opportunity to 
simple things, appreciated 
Just as much as if you spend 
money. Now is th e time to 
planning. 

Citrus fruits appear in better 
supply and improved quality 
most markets. Oranges and 1 
grapefruit are sweeter, and now . 
available are seedless grape- 1 
fruit. Careful in selecting though 
— pick the fruit that is heavy for 
its size, the peel should be fine 
grained for better texture inside. 
Florida oranges still present 
somewhat of a problem to the 
food shopper — you'll find them 
with seeds, but weight and grain 
of peel indicate a larger amount 
of juice inside. 

Don't forBti the apples — Plen- 
tiful, reasonable in price. Keep 
a bowl of apples in sight so all 
the family ca n enjoy them just 
any time. . Of course you're mak- 
ing use of apples in salads, sauce, 
baked, and in pies and dump- 
lings. Store some if you can — 
a bushel or so, they're less ex- 
pensive now tha n they will be 
later. 

Potatoes come out of the 
ground — late Jefferson County 
potatoes are rolling out — of 
course, you're eating them, but 
how are you cooking them first? 
You know, whether you follow 
through, that potatoes in good 
whole skins can go to the table 
the modern way — chock full of 
their original vitamins and 
minerals. Yet surveys show that 
women continue to peel and slice 
potatoes before cooking, throw 
away the water, and so discard 
good food value that can be re- 
tained by boiling potatoes whole 
in their skins. You will be in- 
terested in at least part of what 
was found out in this survey 
conducted by the Bureau of Home 
Economics. It seems that the 
women said they peel and cut up 
potatoes before cooking. Others 
peel the potatoes and leave them 
whole, only a relative few said 
they boil potatoes in their 
jackets. 

In doing research on cooking 
and analyzing foods, th e Bureau 
found out that potatoes boiled 
whole in their skins retain prac- 
tically all of their vitamin C and 
thiamine. The experiments show 
on the other hand, that potatoes 
peeled before boiling lose 20/ to 
30 per cent of their vitamin C 
and lose some thiamine as well. 

Boiling potatoes in their jack- 
ets, when potato and jacket are 
sound, is a good start toward 
serving them scalloped, mashed, 
creamed, or i n other ways that 
are family favorites. 

Lost your cranberry jelly reci- 
pe? Then try this one from Miss 
Florence Imlay, foods specialist, 
Extension Service, University of 
Kentucky: Wash one pound fresh 
cranberries, add 2 cups water and 
boil until all berries are popped 
I open. Strain. Bring pulp to 
boiling point, add 4 cups sugar, 
stirring until all sugar is dis- 
solved. Boil 3-5 minutes until it 
will drop from spoon. Pour into 
molds or jelly glasses. Cover 
with paraffin if to be kept for 
some time.

11 lbs.. Total — 06 lbs. and 
yield per acre 134.4 bu. 
Sequoia: No. 1 — 100 lbs., No. 2 
— 7 lbs. Total — 107 lbs. and 
yield per acre 149.9 bu. 
The yield on all these varieties 
was very severely reduced by 
the drouth and further curtailed 
by the early freeze which 
killed all tops on the night of Oc- 
tober 15. Irish Cobblers, this 
i year, suffered more than the 
. other two varieties, resulting in 
| one-third of the total yield grad- 
i ing No. 2. At the time of the 
i freeze. Cobblers were practi- 
cally dead, while both Sebago and 
Sequoia were green and vigor- 
ous, capable of increasing yield 
from one-third to one-half with 
one rain and ten days to two 
weeks more without a killing 
frost. 

Many of the growers present 
stated that the results of this 
demonstration were practically 
the same on their own farms 
with Sequoia and Sebago far 
outyielding Cobblers. 

John S. Gardner, Field Agent 
in Horticulture, University of 
Kentucky, was present to par- 
ticipate in the meeting. Gardner 
stated that while most growers 
were not ready to drop Cobblers 
that the yields of Cobblers for 
second crop of market potatoes 
had for the past three years been 
very much smaller than other 
varieties and in many cases too 
small to make the crop profit- 
able. Mr. Gardner emphasized 
the value of cover crops and a 
good rotation system if we ex- 
pect to make a profit growing 
potatoes and most especially sec- 
ond crop.

SAY YOU SAW IT IN THE JEFFERSOIAN 



Some of my readers have won- 
dered why ' I have never told 
about returning to Fidelity to 
teach after I had gone away to 
school. The plain truth Is that 
I did not teach at Fidelity or even 
in my home county. And- there- 
by hangs a tale, as old-fashioned 
novels used to say. 

Along in the late summer of 
1908, when I was planning to go 
to school in a private so-called 
college, I began looking out for 
a school to teach the next tall. 
Quite naturally, I thought of Fi- 
delity, which I had attended since 
the early spring of 1895, with the 
exception of the year 1906. One 
of our nearest neighbors, song- 
leader in the Primitive Baptist 
Church and widely traveled, hav- 
ing often been "betwixt th« 
rivers," where there were church- 
es of his faith, was at that time 
one of the three trustees of the 
Fidelity School. I say one of the 
three, for quite often there was 
really only one, so casually did 
our neighbors take such duties. 
With whatever dignity I had I 
mentioned to our neighbor that 
I would like to have the school. 
He gave me no promise; in fact, 
he said absolutely nothing. Later 
in the same day he propounded 
to me a problem, seemingly eager 
to know how much corn a cer- 
tain corncrib of specified di- 
mensions would hold. .With my 
arithmetic at my finger tips, I 
made a few figures and told him 
a certain number of bushels; then, 
with five bushels to the barrel, 
there would be so many barrels. 
I fairly burst with importance. 
The ignorant neighbor, for his 
education was very limited, calm- 
ly said I was wrong, that only so 
many — a figure far below mine 
— could be housed in such a crib. 
I smarted under the implication 
that my knowledge was false,

for I had memorized almost all of 
Ray' Arithmetic, because I had 
gone through Ui in Fidelity School 
four or five times. Not until a 
long time later did I know that 
this blunder cost me my first 
school. The pathetic thing was 
that both the farmer and I were 
correct; he using some formula 
that he had seen or heard for 
measuring corn i n the shuck; I 
was measuring cubic inches of 
space. I could not have told him 
my method if I had taken ten 
days; he would have felt that I 
was silly to mention such a thing 
i n the face of my blunder in not 
having the corn still on the cob 
and in the shuck. I did not 
grieve at the time, as I wanted to 
get away from home and explore 
new fields. But, half a lifetime 
later, I wonder at the impassable 
barrier between the practical, un- 
educated farmer and the theoreti- 
i cal, bookish boy. Maybe many of 
our differences between parties 
and nations are no more funda- 
mental than our differences were. 
Thoreau said that if he failed to 
keep step with the mob, maybe 
h e was listening to another 
trumpeter. Certainly my neigh- 
bor and I were following differ- 
ent arithmetics. 

In quiet times when I like to 
wonder what might have been, 
I sometimes come around to the 
thought of what might have hap- 
pened if I had worked that corn- 
crib problem according to the 
rules that my neighbor knew. I 
would probably have remained at 
Fidelity and probably have grown 
up thinking it the most remote, 
the most frayed-out little village 
the symbol of all the passing in- 
stitutions that have been men- 
tioned in the seven hundred es- 
says that I have now written for 
this column. Certainly that little 
old problem made a big differ- 
ence in my life - And Fidelity is
